New York, April 7. — Several sen- 


eatiqns were sprung when justice

answer to Mrs. Gould's suit for a 
separation on the ground of deser- 
tion and nonsupport. 


Tffe most glaring of these were a 


Bcrl.es of charges that Mrs. Kathe- 
erine Clemmons Gould was guilty of 
misconduct with Dustin Farnum, an 
actor, well known to New York au- 
dlences as the' leading man in "The 
{Virginian" and star in "The Rector's 
Sfard'en." 


Mr. Gould declares that his wife's 


Infatuation 
for the actor finally 


caused him to leave her 
and that 


thereafter 
she 
followed Farnum, 


through a long tour of New England, 
entertaining him in her apartments 
In the Hotel St. Regis when he was 
playing in this city "and took him in 
her ifnitomobile from Philadelphia to 
Atlantic City., He declares ~ that on 
these and other occasions she was 
guilty of_ improper and Immodest con- 
duct with Farnum. 


The answer first names Win. F. 


Cody, better known as "Buffalo Bill," 
charging mfsconduct before the Gould 
"marriage in various places in 
the 


jUnited States and abroad. 


Mr. Gould declares that whereas 


his wife told hito her relations with 
Coloflel 
Wm. 
F. Cody 
("Buffalo 


Bill) prior to her marriage were law- 
ful, he subsequently discovered her 
relations -with Cody were "Illegiti- 
mate, meretricious and criminal.' He 
Bald that she Jived in 1889 with Cody 
and also lived with nim in' London, 
Paris, Chicago, New York City and 
other places under the same circum- 
stances. 


Mr. Gould says that his wife had 


maintained illicit relations with Cody 
from 1887 to 1905. 


He says that since the autumn of 


1902 his wife has indulged in the 
excessive use of stimulants and in- 
toxicants, which rendered her quar- 
relsome, violent, abusive and irre- 
Jtiohal and embarrassed, humiliated 
him and caused him to be insulted in 
the presence of friends, acquaintances 
and strangers and servants.

In last night's meeting of the city 


council the clerk was kept busy with 
ihe special assessment ordinances and

the session was quite long. 


Councilman W. D. Fulton 
intro- 


duced a resolution asking for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of three to 
act in conjunction with the city solici- 
tor in conducting an investigation iii- 


4to the doings of the old Board of Pub- 
lic Service with regard to the expen- 
diture of the $300,000 appropriated 
for waterworks purposes. The reso- 
lution, which is given in full 1-1 this 
report, speaks for itself. 
It recites, 


among ether things, that the original 
waterworks contract of $265,000 was 
increased $35,000. 
It is desired to 


ascertain 'Whether this increase was 
judiciously expended. 


President Rossel appointed Mem- 


bers Fulton, Kuster and Floh'r on the 
committee. 
Two hundred dollars 


was voted set aside for the hire of 
clerks and other assistants to this in- 
vestigating committee. 


Tne report of 'City Engineer Wells 


on the practicability of the construc- 
tion of the Second street subway, tin- 
der tho revised plans suggested, 
whereby the girders supporting the 
railroad tracks project above and be- 
tween the tracks, thus giving more 
head room, was received 
and re- 


fered to the street ccmmivtee. That
